‘Lhe League to Finforce Peace, as it has 
frequently declared, is not a stop the war 
mevement. It contemplates a league of 
natious to be set up after S— war. 

We take this opportunity to declare that 
the league is committed only by its program 
and the authorized interpretation thereof, 
and not by *he views expressed by indi- 
v'dual members. 

Later Mr. Taft issued the following 
statement: 

“Because of the misinterpretation of 
the speech made last Friday night by 

Jacob H. Schiff the resolution was 
passed by the Committee of Manage- 
ment as representing the League to En- 
force Peace. Mr. Schiff, who is promi- 
nent in the league, is strongly .in favor 
of steps being taken to bring about peace 
im Europe, but those are his individual 
views and not those of the league, As 
@ matter of fact, in an organization of 
thif sige there iouat be and are all sorts 

saews represented, but those views 
are purely individual go far as the league 
is concerned. 

4* From the beginning we havé been 
careful to limit this movement to one 
the purpose of whith ts to bring about 
ah agreement among the. nations after 
the present war which we hope will 
make impossible other wars in the 
future. 

‘*As to Mr. Schiff, he ts one of the 
strongest and most valuable members, 
and the resolution-adopted this after- 
noon in no wise reflects upon him. Fur- 
thermore, Mr. Schiff never intended to 
speak for the league when he expressed 
his convictions, and never had any idea 
that his remarks would be misinter- 
preted as expressive of the attitude of 
the league.’’ ° 

Mr. Taft said the committee had re- 
ceived no communication from Mr. 
Schiff, and none was either expected or 
called for, he added. 

Mr. Taft also referred to the New York 
Branch, American Neutral Conference 

Committee, organized at a meeting in the 
Hotel Astor last Saturday for the stated 
purposes of arousing ‘“‘the American 
public to a sense of what it may con- 
tribute toward stopping the.war.’’ This 
committee, Mr. Taft said, was in no 
way connected with the League to En- 
force Peace, and, to, support this. state- 
ment, he called upon Hamilton Holt, 
who is a member of the Neutral Con- 
ference Committee and also of the 
League to Enforce Peace, to bear him 
out. 

“Mr. Taft,” said Mr. Holt, “is ab- 
solutely right. TheConference Commit- 
tee has absolutely no connection with 
the League to Enforce Peace.”

Great 
care is taken to base the representations 
solely on international right as distin- 
guished from mere international cour- 
tesy. making it clear.that the United 
States is not asking a favor or assum- 
ing the attitude of a pleader. 

Care also is taken not to put the Gov- 
ernment in the sition of “having 
changed its attitude since the last com- 
munication on the subject; which was 
merely the transmission of the Aus- 
trian Government’s request for a safe 
conduct. It was planned at first when 
the rebuff was received to drop the posi- 
tion of being a messenger of Austria 
and make a formal demand in the name 
of the United States.

The Allied Embassies are deeply con- 
cerned over the resentment felt by the 
Washington Government and are taking 
unusual care to keep their Governments 
fully informed. It is not. known. that 
they have forwarded any direct repre- 
sentations to their Governments except 
in so far as the nature of their in- 
formation is in itself a recommendation,

CONSUMERS REFUSE TO BUY

The wholesale price of eggs dropped a 
cent and a half a dozen yesterday, mak- 
ing a total drop’ of two and a half cents 
since Tuesday morning, when the house- 
hold embargo on eggs went into effect, 
Turkey, which liad not been boycotted, 
dropped. two and three cénts a pound 
wholesale, with the market in a con- 
dition which promised bargeinain tur- 
keys for housewives whe held off until

Prices 
tanging between 40, and 45° cents retail 
were found to be too high, even for‘ 
prosperous times, and turkey suffered 
from an economic boycott. - Many’ deal- 
ers who weré threatened with a loss if 
they sold at prevailing prices put tur- 
keys, which arrived freshly yesterday 
and the day before, into cold storage, 
thus speculating on higher prices during 
the holidays to come. 

Promoters of the egg. embargo insist 
that the boycott in New York and many 
other cities has caused the price re- 
duction and that, if. continued, it will 
send prices down much farther. 


More Reductions Demanded. 


Cold storage eggs are now retailing at 
from 45 and 50 cents a dozen, and at 
least 10 cents more must come off those 
prices, according to experts under Com- 
missioner of Weights and Measures Har- 
tigan, before the boycott can be consid- 
ered a success. Under present condi- 
tions a fair price. would be 35 cents a 
doezn, actording to egg Cealers who are 
advising Commissioner Hartigan. The 
wholesale price. of cold storage eggs yes- 
terday, according to the Producers’ 
Price Current, ranged from 28 cents a 
dozen for poorer kinds to 35 cents for 
specials. These figures are less con- 
gervative than those of Deputy State 
Commissioner of Food and Markets 
George Hildebrand, who said yester- 


“The price of cold storage eggs at 
wholesale has dropped between 4 and 5 
cents since the boycott began. The 
average drop yesterday was 2 cents and 
the day before between 2 and 38 cents.”’ 

Wholesale egg dealers confirmed re- 
ports of officials yesterday that there 
was little selling of eggs. and the market 


was described_in the trade as ‘ ner- 
yous.’’ Retail dealers bore out this con- 
dition of the market.

New Budget Estimate Will Raise 
Total Credits of Nation to 
$14,500,000,000. 


PARIS, Nov. 29.—By March 31, 1917, 
the total credits opened by the French 
Government since the beginning of hos- 
tilities. will amount to  72,500,000,000 
Francs, ($14,500,000,000,) says Raoul 
Peret, reporter of the Budget Commit- 
tee of the Chamber of Deputies, in rec- 
ommending the vote ofa provisional ap- 
propriation of 8,600,000,000 francs, ($1,- 
700,000,000,) to pay the expenses of the 
first quarter of 1917. 

M. Peret also indorses the new taxa- 
tion project which was decided on re- 
cently by the Appropriation Committee 
of the Chamber, and which, if adopted, 
‘will yield 600,000,000 francs. These taxes 
are to be derived from increases in the 
taxes.on incomes and on tobacco, wine, 
beef and other commoditiés..

RAILWAY INVESTMENTS. 
The December disbursements aptly 
i}lustrate the argument of the repre- 
sentative of the railways during the 
Newlands. hearing. at Washington. 
Mr. THomM propounded as a theory 
that if railway dividends were lim- 


ited without being guaranteed in- 
vestord would prefer to put their 
money where there was a better 
chance of eniarging their capital. 
Copntless miljlions, he said, are being 
pyt inte commodities and industrial 
securities because of their specylative 


attractions,. and. inte municipal -se- 
ourities because ot their safety. But 
investors heave aveided rdilway se- 
curities sinee the first refuse] of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to 
advance rates. The construction of 
200,000 miles ‘of railway was the 
resuit of the speculative “ bait” 
which was attached to the issuance 
of their securities, an. inducement not 
new offered. 

Applying the facts to the theory, it 
appeers that during eleven menths of 
the year, when prosperity has been 
unparatieled, railways have been able 
to issue. $88,335,000 more of share 
capital than ip 1915. Industrials 
have jasued more by $327,680,000 
The issues of notes by these two 
classes ef investments have approx- 
imated $88,000,000 for each. The 
greatest contrast is in bonds, Rall 
Way igsuee are smaller than in 1915 
by $148,284,000, and industrial issues 

are larger by $296,979,800. It is eus- 
tomary to-say that railways'are more

It is true that if there had been no 
foreign war the money whieh has 
goné inte industrials and foreign in- 
vestments by billions might have 
gone into the enlargement of railway 
facilities so sorely needed. If things 
had been different they would have 
been different, no doubt. But that 
does not help us to determine whether, 
when the eonditions are different, the 
railways will preve attyactive to in- 
yestors whe like stability. That would 
seem to depend upon whether they 
think that regulation of the sort 
known to all is productive of stabil- 
ity. Meanwhile the regulators might 
give some attention to the facta in 
connection with their theories. 

AMERICAN CAPITAL I CHINA. 

The professions of Japanese states- 
men coneerning the inyestment of 
American capital in China are not 
exaetly in aceord with reeent acts of 
their Geverament and leading bank- 
ers. Count Teravout, the new Pre- 
mier, said a few weeks ago _that 
Japan, adhering to the policy of the 
open door, desired to promote the de- 
velopment of China’s natural -re- 
sources, and for this development 
weyld weleome the ce-operation of 
the United States. Marquis INovYE, 
recently Ambassador to Great Britain, 
in a published interview, says Japan 
would ‘be’ pleased to see American 
eapital enter the Chinesé -field. He 
points to China’s great stores of coal 
and metallic ores, and her need of 
railroads. Japan, although  pros- 
perous, has not capital eneugh for 
the desired development, he asserts, 
is not trying “to‘lock the door,” and 
would welcome the assistance of cap- 
ital from this country in the. work, 

But Japan has objeeted to the con- 
tract with a subsidiary of the Ameri- 
can International’ Corporation for the 
constriction of raijroads and the im- 
provement of a part ef the Grand 
Canal, and her bankers have protested 
against the recent loan of $5,000,000 
to China by a Chicago benk. In each 
case the grounds of thexghijection are 
insufficient. The loan contract is not 
at variance with any existing agree- 
ment, and in providing for railroad 
construction all pogsible precautions 


*|were' taken to aveid conflict with 


treaties. Japan opposes the use_ of 
American capital for improvement of 
the Grand Canal by asserting that 
she is the successor of Germany. with 
respect. to a preference granted by 
treaty to Germany before the war. 
The railroad and canal contract 
overshadows the small loan of $5,000,- 
000. It calis for the construction of 
1,500 miles. ef road; (with an option 
for 1,500 more.) and involves the In- 
vestment of more than $60,000,000 of 
American money on the security - of 
Chinese’ Government bonds, It would 
also require the exportation of large 
quantities of .material and rolling 
stock from this country. China now 
has only 6,000 miles of road, She 
needs much more, and, as her Min- 
ister at Washington says, “the Chi- 
“nese people are especially keen in 
“their desire te develop business re- 
“jations with the United States.” 
The Commercial Attaché of this coun, 
try in Chine, saying that ‘there is @ 
great opportunity for railroad con- 
struction; adds that “the door fs 
epen, but we don't go in.” The rail- 
roed eontract is proof, however, that 
we are trying té ge in, byt have been 
confronted by protests.

terviewed, by the superior intelligence 
nattraily to be found in maturer minds 
an@ the greater sense of responsibility 
that goes with age. ' 

That there are many elderly men who, 
though unable longer to do hard work, 
are still quite capable of doing- some- 
thing, ang glad to get employment at 
eyen smal] wages, is only too well 
known, and it has been a standing re- 
preach ef our industrial system that age 
in many of the trades, and ‘in not a few 
vecations yerging on the professional, 
is a handicap~ so nearly fat&l that 
men often feel compelled to eonceal the 
number ef theiy years as long as they 
can, and not less sedulously than do, or 
did formerly, the majority of women. 
Should the utilization of old or elderly 
men in the positions up to now usually 
filled by boys become a general cus- 
tom, that particular reproach would be 
remoyed, at least in part.
